It is another thing to judge when, how 
and where that wrong shall be righted, and it is not often that a man can 
do the two things. Unfortunately, it is hard for most men who feel a 
wrong keenly to realize that the righting of that wrong is a practical busi- 
ness which calls for the exercise of other qualities than a generous and 
ready enthusiasm, and for consideration of other questions than the one 
that they find so easy to answer: ‘Is it right?”

The worthy 
souls, who w¢// paint their political front doors in the rain make a bad job 
of the doors and leave their roofs leaking. We may be excused for doubt- 
ing whether their enthusiasm justifies their unsatisfactory accomplishment. 
And the worst of the business is that their exhibition of independence is 
generally prompted — though they do not know it— by conscienceless 
partisans who use their alliance for the meanest ends.
